When a new model or variation came off the Malden production 


line... Was the first unit S/N 1? 100? 101? something else? 


I enquire because tonight I've started the initial teardown of 

a recently acquired type "RCD." Except for the CAA data plate, and 

rack mount front panel, this is a early NC-100X, complete with tuning eye. 
Early 6V octals, P-P audio output, crystal filter with the somewhat 

rare external National crystal in the little round can, etc. etc. 


Of interest to National crazies like myself, this unit has SS screws 
everywhere most Nationals have rivets. All the tube sockets, most of 
the ground terminals, the terminal strips, etc. etc. are all 
screwed in instead of riveted. Only darn National I've ever seen 
like that. Also the ceramic octal sockets are all non standard 
compared to all my other Nationals. National sockets, but not the 
ones normally used in production radios. Penciled "tested ____" 
comments on the IF cans, an unusual number of inked "tested by ___ 
on other parts of the chassis. Lots of minor little stuff, like 
how the wire harnesses are laced out. Look fine, except not like 
all the other radios in my collection. 


This is a very unusual National... It is marked S/N 101 on the 
data plate, so I'm wondering just what I have here....

I have had excellent luck cleaning up smoke residue with Formula 409. 

It works for that disgusting yellow nicotine haze as well as for smoke 

damage from a building fire. I have never had it damage anything. I even 
cleaned an entire Danelectro guitar and amp that had heavy smoke 

damage. It will leave a haze on smooth metal if it is not completely cleaned 
off. The haze comes off easily if you "huff" on the gear to fog it with your 
breath and rub the fog off with a soft cotton cloth. 


The easiest way I've found to clean knobs, particularly knurled knobs, is 


to soak them in a jar of 409. I soak them until I get back to the project, 
shaking them gently on occasion. When I remove them from the jar, I 

use an old toothbrush to get the crud out of the fine details. I keep the jar 
on the shelf for the next batch of knobs. It works even when it gets pretty 
black with dissolved crud. 


When I was younger I did this barehanded. Now I use rubber gloves 
because the 409 makes my skin feel very strange if my hands are in 
it for any length of time.

I picked up a BC-224 the last weekend at a junk store. There it 
was sitting on a shelf, a homebrew power supply on top of it, the owner 
said "Them far fetched launguages come outa that thing". I first 
thought it was a BC-348 but after I got it home it turned out to be a 
BC-224. The previous owner had repainted the front panel an icky pastel 
green (Easter type color), the case grey and took all the black paint 
off all the knobs and dial window to the metal...unusual looking thing 
it is. There is a couple of mods, an added tube underneath, a 635 (at 
least I think it's a mod) and the dial lights knob is now a RF gain 
knob. This radio xxreallyxx hears well, with NO antenna connected to 
the post you can hear stations, with a 1 inch antenna it really comes to 
life, with a 8 foot wire it acts like it's connected to the 200 foot 
doublet. According to the Moore's book this is a "D" or "E" model. 


Does anyone know about some of the mods that went into these sets? 
It's a nice radio, really, the color is kinda growing on me plus it 
works great. (No, I have not done any radio racing with, yet).

wrinkle paint: PJ1 Fast Black Wrinkle in aerosol cans available at or 
through your local Harley shop. See also www.eastwoodco.com. 


‘sandpaper' finishes (i.e. St. James Grey and Drake 4-line black): 

use a paint with a xylene, ketone or other ultra-fast-dry reducer and spray 
it from a good distance away with a lot of air and wide dispersion. For 
Drakes, the second coat is sprayed with minimal air and no dispersion. 

The bodyman's name for this finish is (or at least was, in pre-Bondo, 
pre-polyurethane days of lead-'n'-lacquer) "velvet' (the Drake second-coat 
effect is called ‘spatter’. 


high-temp finishes (power transformers, etc): 
hi-temp engine paint in "rattle cans" at the local auto-parts store. Or 
PJ1 Fast Black Hi-Temp (not to be confused with PJ1 Fast Black Wrinkle) see 
above. 
re: polishing non-ferrous metal items (copper, brass, aluminum): 
tripoli rouge on a cotton buff (available in dremel-tool size on up), both 
at your local Ace Hardware store or equivalent. Follow up with jeweler's 
rouge on a Canton flannel buff if you wanna get really excessive about it. 
For stainless, the techniques are the same, the compounds and wheel 
compositons different. Or (bet you saw this coming) the local Harley shop 
knows who the good metal buffers in the area are [danger: pontification 
imminent] in this day of billet-aluminum electric-start garbage barges. Be 
careful, the workpiece gets hot (pros wear welder's gloves for buffing 
which raises a whole lesser-of-2-evils safety issue wearing gloves around a 
rotating tool) and if you use a bench grinder converted to buffer duty it 
will try like your ex-spouse's divorce lawyer to yank that workpiece out of 
your hands and I'm NOT exaggerating. See also www.eastwoodco.com. Their 
website has a handy reference chart of which compound & which buff for 
which material. 


polishing plastics: Your local model-train store should have flex-o-grit 
(there are many brands, this is just one i'm aware of and i'm not sure i 
spelled it right) foam-backed sandpaper in grits all the way down to at 
least as fine as 3600 grit, which is fine enough to polish mirrors used in 
optical-sensor hemoglobin detectors which is where i learned of it. Also 
never underestimate the power of (non-gel) toothpaste and elbow grease. (I 
like Sesame Street bubblegum flavor myself, but old-fashioned Gleem [once 
voted 'most abrasive by Consumer Reports if memory serves] does a better 
job on plastics although it takes a while--power-buffing (read: 


power-melting) plastics is a recipe for disaster in amateur hands, see 
above. Plastic just melts and gobs up on the wheel and ticks you off. 
Finish with a coating of Crisco shortening (not oil) and hand-buff with a 
flannel rag. 

Note NO SOLVENTS with these time-tested-and-proven methods.

These sound like the typical BC-348 mods as portrayed in Volume 1 of 
the Surplus Conversion Manual of 1948. The 224 is of course a 348 wired 
for 12 volts. The original radio has the RF and AF gain controls ganged 
on the same shaft. Under some operating conditions, e.g. CW, this is 
less than optimal, so the separate RF gain control is understandable. 

The 6J5 is most likely an added audio stage driving the existing 41 or 
6K6. Original had just one stage as they were only driving headphones.

While looking around in one of my old handbooks, I spotted this 


info. Thought I would type a copy for other BA fans to try out. 


Wood or metal parts may be given a crackle finish by applying one 

coat of clear Duco or Tri-Seal and allowing it to dry over night. A coat 
of Kem-Art Metal Finish is then sprayed or put on thickly with a brush, 
taking care that the brush marks do not show. This should be allowed 

to dry for two or three hours and the part should then be baked in 

the kitchin oven at 225 degrees for one and one-half hours. This 

will produce a regular commercial job. This finish comes in several 
different colors and is produced by the Sherwin-Williams Paint Co. and 
should be obtainable through any dealer handling Sherwin-Williams 
products. 


I will be busy this weekend so will not be able to rush into a 
Sherwin-Williams store and ask for some clear Duco or Tri-Seal and 
Kem-Art Metal Finish. Wonder if they still sell anything like that 
these days? 


If they do, let me know what happens after you bake something you 
painted. I am curious to hear what your wife does to you.

Hi! 


Brian has produced a pretty definitive piece on polishing and 
painting--good stuff, a lot of it new to me. 


A couple of little tricks: 


My coworkers who fix the studio gear say videotape (the oxide surface) 
is a cheap dodge for very fine-grit "sanding." It's somewhere in the 
2500-3500 range. Old worn-out tape (can those of you with small children 
say "Barney?" Sure ya can!) is finer. Haven't tried it but could be the 
very ritz for shining plastic parts. 

Buffing At Home: do *not*x use the bench grinder, use the drill press! 
The fine stack o' pulleys to be found atop these allows getting to a 
better speed for the job. It x*is*x a little less safe, as the entire wheel 
is exposed, and the workpiece takes off xsideways*x if (when) it gets away. 
(I chased down the fixed-contact posts of my NorCal kit paddles xseveralx 
times while buffing!). You should work on the *xfront*x of the wheel, not 
the right side, as it is difficult to remove small metal pieces from one's 
body without professional help; it is also a good idea to wear eye 
protection and to remove things from the target zone (prized radios, pets, 
the Chevy, etc.). A few pieces of old cardboard box in a sort of U-shape 
make a decent spatter-catcher on the back and sides--workpiece can go 
right through, however. Some semi-pro setups I have seen have the motor 
under a largeish (3' square) table with foot-high (approx) back and 
Sides--just the wheel is exposed. Variable-speed motor. Cheap if you 
know where to find suitable motors, are handy with tools, and have the 
space for it. 

BTW, you xcanx buff aluminium--but it's nasty. Scrub the surface oxide 
off with steel (or better, plastic) wool, then have at it, cleaning the 
wheel often with a coarse file; rescrub the aluminium as-needed, it 
oxidizes clear and xfast.* Bring your lunch, it's a several-hour job. (My 
First Buffing, nobody told me you don't buff aluminium! Almost three 
years later, the front panel of the HB power supply that got buffed 
*Still*x looks good). 

...Those who have never buffed: the supplies are xcheap,x the results 
can look like magic. In most cases you have to work down to a buffable 
surface, going to finer and finer sandpaper, unless you want to spend a 
xlotx of time at the wheel; the smoother and flatter the surface you start 
with, the better the end result.

Subject: Controller Trips Charger GFI with Genset Qustion 


- Greetings - 


Cal Schulz has pointed out a phenomenon in EV charging-while-driving. 
The phenomenon is that of having the GFI on the charger trip as 
soon as the traction motor is started. 


Ham radio operators have been plagued with GFI's that trip in the 
presence of EM radiation for years. Even weak radiation will do 
this - my son's 2.5 W, 147 MHz transceiver will trip a GFI in his 
house. 


In EV's, the controller is a big transmitter (more than a kilowatt). 
The GFI usually has no compensation built in for EMI. Therefore it 
trips as soon as the controller begins to pulse the motor. Some 

folk may be lucky with a GFI location that minimizes the interference. 


I suggest that a different charger be used when running with the 
genset. Without an isolation transformer (heavy critter) the 
genset will be somehow connected conductively to the traction 
battery. This means that the genset output should be isolated 
from its frame. Time to make sure that the traction battery does 
not have leakage to the vehicle frame as well. 


Is there interest in discussing this further?

Gang- 


This periodic posting is intended as a gentle nudge and suggestion 
which should improve the quality of posts to the BoatAnchors list, and 
maintain our excellent (and high) signal to noise ratio... 


The list culture has developed to include "for sale" and "wanted" 
posts. Originally, all buying and selling traffic was focused on 
finding parts to complete a restoration. As the list has evolved, 
there has been an increase in buying and selling activity, which 
may not be all bad. 


There is, however, a real need to observe certain conventions, lest 
this otherwise benign activity turn into a real disturbance to the 
real purpose of the list: discussions of radio equipment using 
vaccuum tubes, including the life and times of the designers and 
users of such gear. 


Please observe these guidelines: 
1) LIMIT the frequency of for sale postings... once a month is a 
good starting point 


2) DO NOT post endless "xxx is sold" to the entire list... you offered 
it for sale, and it is not considerate of list resources (which 
include the time and energy of the other list members) to burden 
the list with these senseless notices. Use direct email to those 
who responded, or, if you don't want to answer them personally, 
just don't use the list to advertise them for sale! 


3) AVOID even the mere faint appearance that you are posting items 


for sale as a regular adjunct to your business dealings. This has 
become more of a problem lately with some long lists showing up 
regularly on the main list, or with dealers who appear to be using 
the list for their personal advertising advantage. Failure to 
observe these basics xwillx result in banishment from the list -- 
just don't do it! When even a shadow of doubt creeps in, read the 
"Welcome" message again... it spells it out! 


4) DO be considerate of those on the list in your for sale or wanted 
postings. Keep them short, infrequent, and ONLY include items 
specifically appropriate to the list -- NO solid state gear is 
obvious, but try to avoid pushing the envelope in any area.

Greetings everyone... 


I'm in the process of building a push-push amplifier to use as a general 
purpose amplifier - to hook up to the R-390A diode load for best audio, 
hooking up to receivers with only headphone outputs, etc... 


I found a nice schematic that uses a pair of 6L6's. But I find myself 
unsure how to proceed in designing the wiring. I came up with a pre-lim 
layout by doing the following: 


1) figuring out where to mount tranformers, keeping output transformer 
away from power transformer 

2) putting filter caps (big comp grade units) where they would fit near 
the choke 

3) mounting the rectifier diodes close to choke and transformer 

4) putting the 6.3 VAC filament supplies into the corners of the chassis, 
covered with sheild braid 

5) running the 120 VAC switching and fusing also in the corners of the 
chassis, also covered with shield braid 

6) signal input with co-ax, from rear apron. 


*xBUTx, I now notice that my low level signal input must route around 
several potential hum producers (6.3 and 120 VAC power lines). And it runs 
close to the 300 VAC center tapped transformer voltage. I'm thinking both 


of these may cuase hum where I don't want it - right into the pre-amp stage... 


So, I'm wondering if I designed this thing wrong? Should I have started 
with the signal wiring and then went with finding places for the 


rectifiers, etc? I'm curious to know how you seasoned electronics folks do 
your tube designs...
